Judges, 

As per OOD a status case is defined as follows: 

A status case is (I) one in which an immigration judge is required to continue the case 

pursuant to binding authority in order to await the adjudication of an application or petition 
by U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services, (2) one in which the immigration judge is 
required to reserve a decision rather than completing the case pursuant to law or policy, or (3) 
one which is subject to a deadline established by a federal court order. Therefore, every case 
that is continued by an IJ does not warrant being placed on the SD. 

For example, the 2 nd Circuit and 9 th Circuit have issued binding case law on the issue of 
holding proceedings in abeyance if a respondent has an approved visa petition and is merely 
awaiting the availability of a visa number from DOS. Those types of cases would be 
appropriate for the SD. On the other hand, not every visa petition filed with DHS will 
automatically be placed on the SD. 

Please inform your judges the definition of a status case. If the matter is not appropriate for 
the SD, it should be reset to another master. We will discuss this further the week of August 
12 th as we will need to carve out additional master resets for the judges and also address the 
21,000 cases currently on the SD. Please let me know if you have any questions. Thank you.
